FROM GRANT'S ARMY. 


New York, March 28.—The number of 


prisoners brought in by the Cth Corps was 
reported yesterday correctly at 1,800. 
The loss in this Corps is not far from COO. 
The official figures are not yet 
ascer- 


tained. 
After the fighting ceased at this 


point of the line it was thought that the 
attack might have been made to cover a 
more important one on tbo left, and con- 
sequently the entire army was put under 
arms to be ready for any emergency. 
Gen. Humphrey was ordered to make a 
reconnoisanco in front of his line, in order 
to develope the enemy's strength and ascer- 
tain their movements. 
This was done 


shortly before noon and the picket line 
was here drawn in or captured for a con- 
siderable distance. 
Our men continued to 


to advance and part of the Division 
reached 
and 
took 
possession of a 


second line of light works, 
but the 


rebels soon after charged the latter in line 
of battle, and forced our men back to the 
line first taken. 
This was principally 


caused by the tire from the batteries 
which they were enabled to throw along 
this advanced position. 
From this time 


until 4 o'clock p. m., the fighting was not 
very severe, the enemy having retired to 
their works, leaving a strong; picket line 
to hold their pits. 


At this hour, the signal to fall in was 


sounded nlono; the rebel line, and soon af- 
ter, a heavy column appeared, and form- 
ing in line of battle, advanced in the 
charge on Gen. Xiles' division, but they 
were gallantly received by tin heroes of this 
division, who soon drove them back in dis- 
order with heavy loss. Twico they repeat- 
ed the attempt to break through the lint-, 
and failing in this, they endeavored to turn 
the right flank but Gen. Niles was as ready 
to receive them here as at other points and 
they finally fell back leaving their dead 
and many wounded on the field. The roar 
of musketry on this ground was as severe 
and continuous for two or three hours as 
ever heard and was not surpassed even by 
that heard at the Wilderness. Gen. Nilea 
and his officers and men, particularly the 
Irish brigade, received the highest praise 
for their gallant behaviouron this occasion. 


The third division under Gen. Jlottheld 


the center of the line and repulsed each 
attack of the enemy with spirit although 
the contest hero was not as desperate asln 
front of the first division. 


The 2d Division held the extreme left of 


the line toward Hatcher's Run, the bri 
gade commanded by Gen. Smyth only be- 
ing engaged.

The losses in the 2d Corps, as near as 


can be ascertained, are about C57, with 
probably 100 missing.

Here also tho object 
of the attack was to feel the enemy and 
ascertain if the works were occupied in 
force. Some of the troops finally reached 
the rebel pickets and took about 547 pris- 
oners, driving the remainder back to the 
main works. The enemy's batteries were 
very active here and did a good deal of 
mischief. Firing was kept up until dark 
without any attempt on their part to re- 
gain the lost ground. The casualties in 
the 6th Corps are 35 officers and 414 men.

THE WAR IN TENNESSEE. 


_ Nashville, Tenn., March 20.—The troops 
m General Thomas' department are once 
more on the war-path. Ere this the forces 
that have been concentrating for some 
time past at Knoxvillc, in East Tennessee, 
are in motion to cross the mountains into 
Virginia. This army, which is quite for- 
midable, 13 under command of Major 
General Stanley, of the fourth Corps— 
« brave, discreet and trustworthy officer. 
its exact destination is not for publica- 
tion, but tbo Virginia and East Ten- 
nessee Railroad will probably be its 
lino of march, and 
Lynchburg will 


probably come in for a portion of its re- 
spects. The general supposition is that 
this is a " side issue " against Lee; or, in 
other words, that it will co operate with 
Grant and Sherman, with a view of pro- 
venting Lee from falling back in this di- 
rection when he leaves Richmond. The 
lines of communication will be destroyed, 
and every possible difficulty placed in the 
way to prevent the rebel army from mak- 
ing a hasty rstrcat into the mountain re- 
gion. A great portion of General Stan- 
ley's army is composed of infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery. 
They will have a 


rough region to march through, but will 
no doubt give a good account of themselves 
m due time. 


The great cavalry expedition that has 


for some time been organizing at Eastport, 
on the Mississippi side of the Tennessee 
river, and which has been detained by bad 
weather and impassable roads, is also now 
m motion, having started southward sev- 
eral days ago.

It is expected that 
General Wilson's troopers will visit Mont- 
gomery, the capital of Alabama, Selma, 
an important supply center, and other 
points of importance which have hitherto 
been unmolested by the ravages of war. 
The expedition will, it ig said, also pene- 
trate Georgia, and give that State another 
taste of the consequences of treason and 
rebellion. 


While these two important expeditions 


are moving out of this department, Gener- 
al Thomas still Ima troops enough remain- 
ing to preserve the peace and maintain 
thccause of the Union in his military 
jurisdiction. 


Here the utmost confidence is felt in the 


closing up of tLe war. Rebel sympathi- 
zers have lost all hope, there bein^ no 
longer any ground for hope.

FROM WASHINGTON, 


New York, March 29.—The Tribune's 


Washington special says the following 
just issued by the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral : Tho 23d _section of tho act approved 
March 3d, 1865, provides that any persons 
enrolled in any Hub-district, may after no- 
tice of draft and before the same shall 
have taken place, cause to be musr ered into 
the service of tho United States, such 
number of recruits not subject to draft, 
as they may deem expedient, which recruits 
shall be taken as substitutes for such per- 
sons or so many of them as may be draft- 
ed to the extent of the number of such 
recruits, and in the order designated by 
the principals at the time such recruits are 
thus mustered in. In order that credit 
may be given to the sub-district for recruits 
furnished, and draft be made duly for de- 
ficiency remaining after crediting these, 
and other recruits, it is necessary that all 
the members of the association shall be- 
long to the same sub district. Previous to 
the commencement of the draft, the asso- 
ciation will furnish to the Provost Marshal 
of the District a list of the names of its 
member?, designating their order anil 
numbering them accordinp, which list will 
not be altered or increased after the draw- 
ing commences. When the draft has been 
made, the recruit standing at the head cf 
the list will act ai the substitute of the 
first man drafted who belongs to the asso- 
ciation. The recruit standing first rn the 
list will betaken as substitute for the first 
man drafted, and so on until the list 
of recruits is exhausted by drafted men 
who belong to the association, or until all 
members of the association who have been 
drafted are exempted. The members of 
associations who secure exemption under

Kveniug Post with Sherman's army, in 
his notes written when twenty miles out 
from Pocotaligo, gives this account of a 
conversation with a good specimen of the 
poor whites of the South: 


"Agriculturally speaking, this is a mis- 


erable country we nre passing through. 
We have gained some forage and pro- 
visions, but of trivial importance compared 
to the amount we could use. The inhabi- 
ants were rich landowners, with all the 
>ride, ignorance and arrogance of feudal 
>arons, the balance, a few poor whites. 
The former.have all run away, and I met 
a family of the latter occupying the house 
if the escaped magnate (I came near writ- 
ng convict.) The head of this poor family, 
which consists of himself, a weak-looking 
.•feature with pale face, pale oyes, and pale 
icard ; his wife, a woman of thirtv, bowed, 
irookcd and yellow, 'with a child in her 
arms, a dirty boy of three years old, and a 
Tightened young girl of thirteen, the 
daughter of the man by a former marriage. 


•'This man entered into a longconversa 


ion upon the subject of the war. He 
«eemcd to understand but little of its mer- 
t?, bat the success of the rebels was ccr- 
:ain to fix more securely the bondage of 
its own class to the aristocrats, and that 
j;u- victories were to result in freedom to 
the slaves (the black one?,) which he said 
•I think would be a derned shame; but I 
don't pretend to understand these quest- 
ions : I don't know much anyhow.' A 
remark to which I mentally gave mv di- 
rect assent, lie continued: 


"The poor whites are not allowed to 


live here m South Carolina; the rich folks 
allus charges us with selling things to the 
niggers, so they won't let us own land, bul 
drives us about from place to place. I 
never owned a foot of land in all my life, 
and I was born aud raised in this "State. 
It was only a little while ago they cot a 
mail a tcllin' to the nigs, so thev tarred 
and feathered him, arid put him into 
Georgia across Sister's Ferrv. They hate
